WASHINGTON, March i16.—President 
Taft sent his eagerly awaited tariff re- 
vision message to Congress today and 
it contained less than 400 words, the 
substance of which was ‘‘Get busy, 
hurry up and pass a new tariff act.’’

Forty-four Republican and 11 Demo- 
cratic senators were in their seats when 
the President’s message was laid before 
that body and read today. 

‘The first business of the Senate today 
was the reception of a verbal report by 
Senater Aldrich, who, with Senator 
Daniel, had waited upon the President 
to officially inform him that Congress 
Was ready to receive a message from 
him, As soon as the announcement was 
made that the President would com- 
municate with Congress the President's 
secretary presented the special message 
and it Was at once read. 

It received ¢areful attention on the 
part of the senators, many of whom 
laughed when the President's suggestion 
that no legislation except in relation to 
the tariff be considered at this session 
was read.

Woman Would Restrain Him 
From Collecting Salary He 
Voted to Himself. 








Mrs. Ida T. Reichert of Freeburg, fIl., 
wants her brother-in-law, William J. 


$15,000 yearly salary she says he and 
his wife voted to himself, as majority 
stockholders in the Reichert Milling Co. 
of Freeburg, on Jan. 6. In a petition for 
injunction filed to the Cireuit Court at 
Belleville Tuesday, she allegés that such 
a salary is unreasonable. 

Mrs. Ida Riechert is the widow of 
George Reichert, who owned -.- of the 
600 shares of the milling company and 
was president of the company when he 
died in 1904... She says that William 
Reichert has tried to buy her 200 shares, 
which her husband left, and that now 
he is trying to force her to sell out. 

She aileges that the $203,000 surpius 
and undivided profits are in jeopardy 
be ause of the manner in which Wil- 
liam Reichart manages the company. 
She asks for an acceunting and access 
to the books. 


Says Books Were Removed. 
She charges that some of the: books 


have been removed from the company's 
office and that William Reichart feeds 
his cattle with food stuffs from the 
mill and uses the employes for per- 
Sunal services, The petition will be 
h .rd Saturday. 

William J. Reichert said Tuesday 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“When I took charge of the company 
at my brother’s death, the mill was 
making $4000 to $6000" a year in net 
profits. Last year the net profits, over 
and above all salaries, were $43,000 
When I took charge, five years ago, 
the surplus and undivided profits were 
$40,000. Now they are $203,000. 

“I don’t think that looks like mis- 
management and I think a man who 
can do that is worth $15,000 a year. 
That's why I voted myself that salary. 

“As to the charge thrt J use the com- 
pany’s property for personal ends, ‘that's 
absolutely false. The beoks are here to 
speak for themselves.”’

Finds No Lesson 
in It.

Moody’s Remarkable Drama 
Earnestly Presented to a 
Century Audience.

T 8:45 o'clock last night the first 
A curtain rose on ‘‘The Faith Heal- 

er’’ at the Century, and at 10:4 
the last curtuin fell. During the inter- 
vening two hours a weirdly strange play 
was enacted and—unintentionally, it is 
to be hoped—an act of appalling sacri- 
lege was. committed. 

Again, as in ‘‘The Servant in the 
House,”’ but to less purpose and in a de- 
gree tremendously shocking to the rev- 
erential soul, a Christ-like figure is pre- 
sented on the stage. With this figure 
aominating its story, William Vaughn 
Moody’s play teaches practically noth- 
ing, save, perhaps, that a man’s love 
for a woman is his highest source of 
spiritual strength. Yet the man of Mr. 
Moody’s conceiving and of Henry Mil- 
ler’s playing, thus drawing his soul- 
sustenance from a woman when his God 
had failed him, is made te appear before 
us as a Christ of today, not only healing 
the sick, causing the blind to see, the 
lame to walk, the dumb to speak, the 
deaf to hear, but performing the su- 
premé Christ-miracle of raising the dead 
to life. 

A Modern Christ and Lazarus. 

This pseudo-Christ is so plainly drawn 
from the adored and venerated fig- 
ure of the Savior of Mankind that 
the name of Lazarus is given to 
the young man whom he raises from 
the dead—that Lazarus whom Jesus 
called forth from the. grave fer the 
comforting of Mary.and Martha, the 
sisters of the dead. In order, as well, 
that there shallh be no doubting of the 
power of this footlight Christ to call 
the dead to life, Playwright Moody’s 
hero twice performs that awe-inspiring 
miracie—his second ilhustration of di- 
vinity being given in the case of the 
dead baby of a heart-broken mether 
who came to him, entreating, confident 
in the belief that he was a Christ. 

As did the Son of God, also in His 
day upon earth, this mock-Christ of Mr. 
Moody’s play encounters a wanton wom- 
an, repentant of her sins. But Mr. 
Moody’s Christ does more than pity 
and forgive the wanton and tell her to 
go and sin no more. A fat and greasy 
Schlatter of our own times, after he 
has finished relating te this woman how 
he raised Lazarus from the _ dead, 
Mr. Moody’s Christ figure clasps her 
passionately in his arms and makes hot 
love to her. He confides to her his con- 
viction that it is she who brings back 
to him his waning power to work mira- 
cles, and the close of the play pre- 
sents thiis Christ-man and the repent- 
ant wanton in the conventional situa- 


tion of conventional lovers in all con- 


ventional drama—‘“‘and they were mar- 
ried and lived happily ever after.” 


Spiritualism and African Superstition, 


A strong vein ef spiritualism runs 
through the story, ene of its women 
being in the habit of seeing and con- 
versing with her dead brother, and an 
old negro is introduced for the purpose, 
it would seem, of injecting a biend of 
African superstition into the play’s fab- 
ric. Through it all, even with the 
Healer performing miracles denied to 
all but God’s Son Himself, there is in 
mental evidence a dismaying suggestion 
of “fakery’’ for theatric effect, the 
fakery of an astoundingly irreverent 
mind to which nothing is sacred. I 
must believe that this sacrilege is acci- 
denial] and apart from the intent of the 
author or the producer-star of the play. 
I am not willing to charge either Mr. 
Moody or Mr, Miller with a deliberate 
purpese to modernize Jesus Christ, in 
the very greatest manifestation of his 
divine power, into the semblance ef a 
latter-day fraudulent God with a very 
human masculine weakness for a pretty 
woman. Yet I defy any soul of a true 
Christendom to behold Ulrich Michaelis 
of “The Faith Healer’ without expe- 
riencing a spiritual shock almest be- 
yond description in its peignancy of 
pain. I have already said that the 
play teaches no great lesson. It could 
teach mo lesson great enough to jus- 
tity. the staging of such a Christ-fig- 
ure—and we are forbidden to place upon 
the stage—with the single exception of 
the reverential performance ef the de- 
vout peasants of Oberammergau—the 
Divine Figure of the Christ Himeelf. 
Play Earnestly Presented by Star and 

Company. 

Mr. Miller and the excellent company 
in support bring to their presentation of 
the play an earnestness which in itself 
leads.me to hope that they did net real- 
ize the impression sent across the feot- 
lights by its story and by the asteund- 
ing central figure ef that stery. In the 
little curtain speech which he made dur- 
ing the evening, Mr. Miller spoke with 
evident sincerity of his genuine desire 
to elevate the Amrican drama by pre- 
senting plays deserving the attention of 
the thoughtful, and his effort and 
achievement in the past testify te the 
justice of much @ claim on his

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.. B. Smith Witnesses Robert 
Nichols’ Act and Ends His 
Life Similarly. 








Fourth in the chain of suicides fol- 
lowing the tragic self-murder of pretty 
Beryl Somers at Benton, Ill, was that 
of C. B. Smith, who killed himself by 
drinking carbolic acid at Venice Mon- 


day afternoon. Smith had witnessed the 
death of Robert Nichols in Madison 
Sunday after Nichols had taken carbolic 
acid in the home of his foster par- 
ents. 

Smith was a factory foreman in Ven- 
ice and was i@ Madison when young 
Nichols ran: into the street suffering 
from the burning acid and he helped 
carry him te a doctor’s office.-. 

Sunday night, when Smith got home, 
he could talk of nothing but Nichols’ 
suffering and told his wife that if h®é 
ever committed suicide he would take 
acid because it did its work complete- 
ly, 

Monday afternoon he drank’ carbolic 
acid he had bought in East St. Louis. 
He dia not go to work Monday morning. 

Drinks Acid in Water. 

He went to the house of Mrs. Tony 
Jacobs, near his own hore, and. asked 
for a glass of water. When she turned 
ftom him he poured the acid into the 
Water and swallowed it. Mrs. Jacobs 
left the room without observing the act, 
and when she returned a few moments 
later Smith was dying. Dr. J. W. Scott 
Was called and reached Smith's side a 
moment before he dled. 

Smith was 50 years old and apparent- 
ly had no finangial or family troubles 
that would cause him to take his own 
life. 

It is believed the suicide of Robert 
Nichols Sunday was due to the example 
set by his brother less than a fortnight 
earlier, who killed himself at Benton, 
[lk., following the death of his sweet- 
heart, Miss Somers. 


New Version in Nichols’ Death. 


The brothers had not seen one another 
for six years and carried on only a 
desultory correspondence. Mrs. Bauer, 
Robert Nichols’ foster mother, declared 
positively that Robert Nichols never 
knew Miss Somers and was not in love 
with her, and that her suicide bad noth- 
ing to do with his own act. He had been 
drinking heavily sirice the death of his 
brother John and was despondent. 

L. Is Somers of Madison. father of 
Beryl Somers, told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Tuesday that none of the 


family knew or ever had seen Robert 


Nichols, nor did they ever hear Miss 
Somers speak of him. He did net know 


of an engagement to marry between his 


daughter and John Nichols. She had 
never said anything to him about an 


engagement and therefore no objectians 


to an engagements existed in the fam- 
ily, although Nichols had frequently vis- 


ited the girl at ber home. She died |!

Leadership in the wards is purchased 
by the delegates with the patrenage 
and spoils of office. This leadership 
is strong ordinarily in preportion to the 
Delegate’s importance and activity in 
the ‘‘cembine.”’ 

How potent a hold a member of the 
“combine”’ can gain on his constituency 
has had an impressive demonstration 
within recent months. A poll of the vot- 
ers of the First and Second Wards after 
the indictment of Delegates Priesmeyer 
and Warner showed that a majority of 
those who expressed an opinion as to 
the expulsion of those representatives 
from the House of Delegates were 
against the proceeding. 

It is not likely that the result of this 
canvass was a true reflection of public 
sentiment in those wards, but it did 
show pretty conclusively the number of 
voters who would support Prie&Smeyer 
and Warner in any contingency—against 
any opponent. Why should a large num- 
ber of citizens put themselves on record 
in this connection? ‘ 

In the first place many of them were 
partisans who prefer any man of their 
own political creed to a better man of 
another faith. Secondly, there was a 
still bigger element which had benefited 
in seme way from the election of these 
delegates. For example, there were the 
men who had got jobs and the relatives 
of those in jebs. There were the men 
who had promises of jobs. There were 
those for whom the delegates had be- 
cOme bondsmen, and the fellews whose 
espeusal had been bought by a drink. 
In some form most of them were bene-

These instances are typical. The men 
whe commonly enter a “combine” are 
those who have obtained office through 
championship of the least desirable cit- 
izens ef their wards, because it is that 
class which pays the closest attention to 
the ballot. 

Is some worker in jail? The Delegate 
gees his bail and the night is not toe 
celd or teo dark er teo stormy to stay 
him. While the citizen sleeps comfort- 
ably in his bed, unmindful of his own 
and the city’s interests, the ‘combine’ 
Delégate is ‘out making friends and 
vetes. There are jebs to give—free 
passes to theaters and on street cars; 
cots at the hespitals fer sick “In- 
dians,” free beer, sometimes free cloth- 
ing; immunity from arrest. All these 
are among the pedquisites of a delegate 
who demands them. It is with that coin 
that the “combine” delegate buys and 
holds deminion in his ward. 


This influence is not limited to the 
election or re-election of the Delegate 
himself. It is a big factor in the choice 
of every public official who must seek 
votes in the “cembine” Delegatés ward. 
Justices of the peace, city officers, State 
representatives and senators, even gov- 


ernors to some extent, depend for their 


success at the polie on the favor they 
find with the Delegate. In the degree to 
which such candidates are acceptable to 


the legislative boss of a given ward they.

of the Republican party the Democratic 
heeler lends his services to the choosing 
of a candidate wholly pleasing to his 
Republican ‘‘rival,”” with the under- 
standing that he shall receive similar 
assistance when his party is making se- 
lections. Each boss’ would rather that 
victory went to the other than to an 
outsider. 

In the Third Ward the strife between 
“Jimmy’”’ Miles and Nick Polito has been 
the veriest pretense. In the Sixteenth 
Ward the fight between W. J. Brennan 
and William Budde has been a bit of 
theatricals. These are but examples. 
The hostility that the partisan voter 
believes to exist between his and the 
other fellow’s committeeman is but a 
farge. Agreement has been in all these 
cases that whoever wins, it must not be 
the public. 

Thesé deals and compacts may not 
be credited by the partisan voter, but 
they are no secret. The bosses talk of 
them, bring them about, count en them. 
In short, the politicians have long since 
learned what the partisan voter has 
yet to discover—that tthe other fellow 
must be used as much and as often 
as possible. They know that to gain 
their ends they must frequently sacri- 
fice the form for the substance—their 
party's name for their own advantage. 
They do this without consulting the 
partisan voter, because the partisan 
voter doesn’t have to be consulted or 
placated. He is an invariable quantity 
in the politician’s game with the other 
politician. 

This genius for using partisanship to 
achieve bi-partisan control in the House 
of Delegates is equal to some strange 
paradoxes. For instance, it explains 
why James T. Brennan, Demecrat, of 
Irish descent, representing a ward in 
the West End, is working in fraterna] 
harmony with Alex Bourg, Republican. 
of German origin, representing a ward 
an the river bank. And in that situa- 
tion there is the usual lesson for the 
partisan voter, if he'll only take it.

STATE PLANS TO TAX AUTO 
OWNERS $300,000 A YEAR 


a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.—Mis- 
souri automobile owners will be required 
to pay $300,000: to the State in license 
fees if the Ford automobile bill be- 
comes a law. The introduction of. the 
bill followed Gov. Hadley’s recommen- 
dation for high license for automobiles. 
The proposed law creates the office 
of Motor Vehicle Commissioners at 
$2500 a vear, with deputies in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joe at $1800 a year 
each. Automobiles are divided into 
three classes: First, touring cars, limou- 
sines and taxicabs; second, eljectric 
cabs; third, runabouts. The first-named 
are required to pay $50 a year; those in 
the second class, $25, while the run- 
abouts are taxed $12.50. 

Chauffeurs must be at least 18 years 
of age and shall pay an _ individual 
license of $10 a year. No person can 
operate an auto without paying a State 
license.

And with all its sordidness and sugges- 
tiveness it preaches a wholesome moral 
to those who seek for the moral of 
the play. 

Passion the Keynote, 

The keynote of the entire play is pas- 
sion: It is the passion of a young artist 
for the wife of another. The passion is 
partly subdued, is wholly controlled, un- 
til the wife comes to sit for a portrait. 
Then the devil appears and with sinister 
cunning and sardonic craftiness whips 
into flame the burning passions. They 
struggle against his evil influence, but 
in the fateful moment the seed is sown 
and the harvest is inevitable.

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CHAPTER XII. 
JRING this second trial, except 
[) when testifying or advising 
with the attorneys, Brookfield 
was noticeable for his absence from 
the courtroom. There were those who 
attributed this to his possible belief 
that the friendship of an ex-gambler 
would not be helpful to the accused. 
Had this been Brookfiéld’s opinion it 
would not have been well founded. 
As a gambler his reputation had been 
that of @ square one, and in all con- 
tests, whether in sporting, financial, 
for political circles, Jack Brookfield 
was known as a consistent advocate 
of fair play. Furthermore, in the year 
and a quarter that had passed since 
the killing of Denning, Brookfield 
had taken an ircreasing interest in 
politics. His wide acquaintance, his 
personal magnetism, and his ample 
means had made of him a factor of 
influence and consequent power. 
There was more than one man on the 
jury to whom the friendship of 

Brookfield might be valuable. 
Brookfield’s absence from the court- 
room was due to an incident of which 
he had made no report to any one. 
Near the finish of his own testimony 
he had chanced to glance along the 
double row of faces in the jury box. 
The glance had been casual enough in 
the beginning, but as it encountered 
the gaze of one of the men Brookfield 


had felt an involuntary arrest of his 
attention. A like happening has come 
to everyone at some time. Eyes con- 
front eyes with inexpicable recogni-. 
sein ng vis-a-vis is a stranger, and 
here is on either side no question 
of that fact, yet the gaze of both 
halts in the passing with silent sa- 
lute or challenge.

change of piances between the juror 
and himself. 

In consequence of this incident 
Brookfield was away from the court- 
room during the period of Prentice’s 
examination, although he would have 
liked to hear the old Justice testify 
and to see the effect of his testimony. 
Prentice and Brookfield had been in 
each other's company the greater part 
of the time since the Justice had ar- 
rived in Louisville on his present mis- 
sion. They had talked much of the 
case, an Prentice’s opinions, a8 
Brookfield reported them to 
Clay’s counsel, had atrected to some 
extent the conduct of the case. 

When, in turn, his examination was 
finished, Prentice came at once to 
Brookfield. He was not inclined to 
minimize the value to the defence 
of the appearance of a man of his po- 
sition, but he reported a disturbing 
estimate of the counteracting infu- 
encey of Hardmuth. There was, in his 
opinion, among the counsel for Whip- 
ple no such dominating mind as

William F. Woerner, the Democratic 
-andidate, opened his campaign for 
Mayor at Lemp’s Park Hall Monday 


night. Mr. Woerner was greeted by 2000 


voters, 
The Democratic City Committee ar- 


ranged the meeting in South St. Louis 
as a tribute to Mr. Woerner, who lives 
in that section of the city. Henry G. 
Rolfes, who was himself a candidate for 
the mayoralty nomination, presided. 
The other candidates, including James 
Y. Player for Comptroller, James C., 
Travilla for President of the’ Board of 
Public Improvements, James Hagerman 
Jr. for Collector, William Giraldin for 
Treasurer, Henry Menne for Auditor, 
James Duross for Assessor, Cornelius 
Dacey for Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, H. Chouteau Dyer for Presi- 
dent of the Council and others made 
brief speeches. 

Relative to the Free Bridge Mr. Woer- 
ner said: “So far as the Free Bridge is 
concerned, I took the very first eppor- 
tunity that offered, namely the night 
of the formal notification of my nomina- 
tion, to state in unequivocal terms, ne* 
to be misunderstood, that I specially fa- 
vored and, if elected, would insist upen 
the full ebservance of that plank in our 
platform which demanded the comple- 
tion with all possible expedition and 
without further delay of the Free 
Bridge. The next Democratic adminis- 
tratien, if intrusted with power, will 
bend all its energies to the accomplish- 
ment of that end.” 

Favors Passenger Tax. 

Mr. Woerner, while Asseciate City 
Counselor, drafted the 1 mill per passen- 
ger street car tax bill and carried .it 
succéssfully through the courts. Mr. 
Woerner said: 

“I am in favor of fairly adjusting the 
burden ef taxation in proportion to the 
benefits derived and ability to pay. It 
is for this reason that I favor the mill 
per pessenger tax.’’ 

Discussing the regylation of rates and 
servieé of the utility corporations, Mr. 


| Woerner said: 


‘‘Regulation of rates by law is neres- 
saily a delicate function, to be exercised 
with a keen sense of justice to both the 
public and the corporations. 

“On the one hand we should recog- 
nize that our social system rests largely 
upon the sanctity of property rights, so 
that a slight gain to each consumer re- 
sulting from an unjust reduction in 
rates would not compensate such con- 
sumer for his share of the genera! floss 
resulting from the unsettling of values 
and destruction of confidence by reason 
of a denial of a reasonable reward for 
just enterprise. 

“But, on the other hand, a disregard 
of their obligations to the people by 
these public-service corporations, and a 
grasping greed for exorbitant profits, 
which are wrung from the people, must 
in the end prove suicidal, since ultimate 
power is with the people. | 

“Concerns requiring a franchise from 
the city are created primarily for the 
convenience and welfare of the general 
public. They perform their duties under 
conditions of necessary monopoly and 
after getting their franchises, often. in 


their efforts for large profits. overlook . 


the paramount fact that they exist at 
all only for the accommodation of the 
public. They are trustees, with the 
people as the beneficiaries. 

Rates on a Proper Basis. 

“In the execution of this trust they 
must be given fair and reasonable com- 
pensation. But when it appears after 
full and careful investigation impartially 
made that the profits are excessive and 
disproportionate ‘to: the incidental risk 
and actual capital invested, I think 
steps should be taken, as now autho- 
rized by law, to place the rates upon the 
proper basis. 

“Equally, if not more important it is 
that the laws and ordinances for thei 
regulation and control should be suc: 
that the service these companies rende 
to the public ‘s of that high class com 
mensurate with the purposes for whici 
they Were called into being and fo 
which, they are invested with the ex 
traordinary and special privileges give’ 
them and for which the public pays. 

“Furthermore, these are concerns ° 
necessary monopoly, and the service: 
performed are in their nature puhli 
services, though paid for by zhe publi. 
mdividually. The share of each individ 
val in the transactions between him an 
such public service corporation is bu" 
small. Hence he ts incapable individual 
ly of bringing about proper adjustmen 
of matters between him and such con 
cerns. “ Under these circumstances W 
must look to the city to protect the ag 
gregate of our individual rights.”’ 

Mr, Woerner said he favored hom 
rule for St. Louis and the improvement 
of all the eleemosynary institutions of 
the city.

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HOLE DRILLED IN SKULL AND 
TUMOR REMOVED FROM BRAIN 


Remarkable Operation Performed 
on Boy Who Was Partially 
Paralyzed. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—What is 
pronounced a feat in surgery was an 
operation on the brain of Russell Dulin, 
ll years old, performed at Georgetown 
Hospital yesterday. The boy’s brain 
was seriously impaired because of a.tu- 
morous growth and this produced some- 
thing akin to a paralytic condition: The 
right lobe of the brain became affected 
more than a year ‘ago and the boy's 
left side suffered a stroke of paralysis. 
His condition recently became danger- 
ous. The surgeon made an incision in 
the scalp and drilled an orifice in the 
bone of sufficient size to enable him to 
use’ his forceps. The tumorous growth 
was removed and it is said that the 
child’s brain will assume its normal 
functions, in time becoming entirely 
healthy. If the operation is successful 
the muscles and tendons of the :child’s 
body will relax and he will gain strength 
steadily.

CORONER AWAITS WOMAN TO 
SAVE BODY FROM DISSECTION 


Anonymous Messages Lead. Offi- 
cials to Believe Sisters 
Will Claim It. 


In the hope of obtaining decent burial 
for the body of Louis Steideman, who 
died four days ago at the City Hospital, 
Coroner Baron and Morgue Superintend- 
ent Provost are bending every effort to 
identify the authors of various telephone 
messages received in the last two days 
at the Coroner’s office and the morgue, 
inquiring about the disposition of the 
body. 

Steideman died from injuries received 
when he was struck by a Wabash train. 
His body was taken to the morgue, It 
was fdentified there by a man who said 
Steideman had sisters living in St. Louis 
in comfortable circumstances -and who 
probably would wish to bury the. body 
rather than allow it to go to potter’s 
field or to the dissecting room of the 
Anatomical Board. 

The man left the morgue sayjng he 
would try te find the relatives. Later 
he returned and told Superintendent 
Provost he had been unable to commu- 
nicate with the sisters. Shertly after- 
ward telephone messages concerning the 
disposition of Steideman’s body were re- 
ceived at the Corener’s office and the 
morgue. Seme of the messages were 
from women. 

The body has been. held longer than 
the customary 48 hours, the limit for 
holding unclaimed bodies, because the 
officials think someone interested may 
claim it.
